In fact. according to dry leaders, the 
women are leading in enthu siasm and 
in determ ination to d efeat the beer , 
am endm ent. 
The state is being blanketed with 
dry literatu re giving the reasons why 
the beer am endm ent should be de­ 
feated. Millions of pages of this print­ 
ed m atter is being carried to the vot­ 
ers. 
The Ohio Dry Fed eration is dis­ 
tributing a couple of m illion sam ple 1 
am endm ent ballots m arked for a vote j 
again st legalizing 
beer. 
Everything 
possible is being done to inform the j 
Toters and to rally them to the polls ; 
A public statem ent of a wet leader 
to the effect that the w ets are being j 
aided financially by eastern liquor in 
ter eats is being used by th e drys to ; 
influence 
the voters 
to 
repel 
this , 
brew ery invasion, and the appeal is 
having its effect. 
D ry are also appealing to the pa­ 
triotism of voters to defeat the beer 
am endm ent because it seeks to nulli- i 
fy a federal law, and drys assert Ohio j 
should not disgrace h erself by being 
pointed to as a nullification state. 
Advocates of the beer amendm ent. 
how ever, have so far failed to con­ 
vince the voters th at th e approval of 
th eir proposal would n o t have these 
resu lts: 
It would legalize the m anufacture 
and sale of 2.75 per cen t beer in the 
state 
It would open the w ay for the re­ 
turn o f the beer saloons.

T h at the brew ers’ proposal is a nul­ 
lification schem e is so apparent that 
it is stirring the Civil w ar v eteran < 
who fought SO years ago against nulli­ 
fication. 
N orris Post, G. A. R., Fos­ 
toria, recently adopted the follow ing: 
‘Norris P ost No. 27, departm ent of

constitution.

Senator Capper has been making 
speeches to th® Kansas farmers dur­ 
ing October.

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EUROPE MUST PAY WAR DEBTS TO U. S. 
HOOVER DECLARES. 


Secretary Hoover, a member of the Allied Debt Commission, 
dn an address at Toledo, Monday, laid down what was regarded 
as the policy of the Harding Administration on the $11,600,000,- 
000 owed to America by European nations. 
All hope of debt cancellation was blasted by Mr. Hoover and 
iargnmpnts for further postponement of interest payments fell 
under the weight of his logic. The debts, he said, were owing, 
inot to the Government but to the American taxpayers and must 
the-paid. With peace in Europe, he said, payment in full would 
.not be difficult. 
Repudiation of the debts, he declared would 
‘'‘undermine the whole fabric of international good faith.” 
“America earnestly wishes to be helpful to Europe.” said Mr. 
Hoover- ‘Tout economic matters require a degree of realism that 
will do justice to the American people as well as be helpful to 
peoples abroad.” 
The loans were made at the urgent request of the individual 
borrowing nations under their solemn assurances of re-payment, 
and have no relation to other nations or other debts, Mr. Hoover 
emphasized. He also stressed the fact that American taxpayers 
did not participate in reparations and acquired no territory or 
ether benefits, as did the European debtor nations. 
“There is no question as to the moral or contractual obliga­ 
tion,” he said- “The repudiation of these loans would undermine 
the whole fabric of international good faith. I do not believe any 
public official either of the United States or any other country 
could or should approve their cancellation. Certainly I do not.” 
"If there be some of these countries who should be relieved 
of the annual payments for a few years or in order to promote 
economic stability,” Mr Hoover declared, “then there needs be a 
demonstration of the facts in respect to each individual country 
that would be convincing to the American taxpayer.”

H undreds of com m unity m eetings

*re being held each week. 
For the 
•nost part these m eetings are address- : 
cd by local speakers, often by women 
In fact. according to dry leaders, the i 
women are leading in enthusiasm and j 
in determ ination to defeat the beer j 
amendm ent. 
The state is being blanketed with J 
dry literature giving the reasons why 
j 
the beer am endm ent should be de 
I 
feated. Millions of pages of this print- j 
od m atter is being carried to the vot* i 
era. 
The Ohio Dry Federation is dis- j 
tributing a couple of million sam ple 1 
am endm ent ballots m arked for a vote j 
against legalizing 
beer. 
Everything 
possible is being done to inform the j 
voter* and to rally them to the polls 
A public statem en t of a wet leader 
to the effect th a t the wets are being j 
aided financially by eastern liquor in 
t arette is being used by the drys to j 
influence 
the voters 
to 
repel 
this 
brewery invasion, and the appeal is 
having its effect. 
Dry are also appealing to the pa­ 
triotism of voters to defea* the beer 
amendment because it seeks to nulli­ 
fy a federal law, and drys assert Ohio 
should not disgrace herself by being 
pointed to as a nullification state. 
Advocates of the beer amendment. 
however, have so far failed to con 
vince the voters that the approval of 
their proposal would not have these 
results: 
It would legalize the manufacture 
and 
sale of 
2.75 per cent 
beer in the

It would open the way for 
the re- } 
turn of the beer saloons. 
It would legalize the possession of 
liquor in the home and would make 
the home a saloon. 
It would break down the enforce­ 
ment law of the state and would ren­ 
der void the Crabbe enforcement act. 
as 
cent of alcohol i* intoxicating. 
It would place Ohio in opposition to 
the federal government. 
It would multiply the difficulties of 
dry law enforcement. 
It would menace the Volstead law 
and the eighteenth amendment. 
That the brewers' proposal is a nul­ 
lification scheme is so apparent that 
it is stirring the Civil war veteran? 
who fought (VO years ago against nulli­ 
fication. 
Norris Post, G. A. R., Fos­ 
toria, recently adopted the following: 
“Norris Post No. 27, department of 
Ohio, C. A. R., goes on record -unan­ 
imously to endorse and uphold the 
Volstead and Crabbe laws and the 
eighteenth amendment to the federal I 
constitution. 
We offered our lives for j 
the old flag and we can not stand to > 
cee it dishonored and disgraced.” 
Ohio wets are also active. 
They S 
hare 
their workers 
busy over the 
state, and are conducting an effective 
publicity campaign, urging support of 
their amendment in order to defend 
the “constitutional rights” of indi­ 
viduals. 
Wet advocates admit their purpose 
in urging the adoption of the beer 
amendment is to bring back to Ohio 
and legalize beer of the alcoholic con­ 
tent as was sold in saloons prior to 
prohibition. 
Another 
purpose 
is, 
through a victory in Ohio, to influ­ 
ence congress to modify the federal 
dry law and legalize beer throughout 
the country. 
So the Ohio campaign is national 
in scope and i« being watched with 
great interest by wets and drys from 
ocean to ocean. 
This beer and anti-beer fight is over­ 
shadowing the contest between 
the 
two political parties. 
Ohio voters are 
discussing the beer am endm ent ra th e r J 
than the tariff, foreign relations, or 
btker questions which politicians are 
tarin g \r* "I* ag into the campaign. 
Both wets and dry's will m a«e a big 
effort to get th eir voters to the poll'.
